Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Office action mailed on 8/3/07 was discussed with regards to 
the 35 USC 103 rejections under Goicoechea in view of Stinson. Mr. Garrett argued that Stinson fails to teach a 
material that secures the intersection formed by the cross-strands since the material is only used as a marker. 
However, the examiner argued that the claim limitation does not clearly state how the the material secures the 
intersection. It was then suggested by the examiner to amend the claims to provide how the securing materials secure 
the intersectoin (such as by preventing the strands in the intersection from moving or sliding from each other).
